ATTITUDE OF THE TORY GOVERNMENT-ON 
THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The Coalition Between the Tories and Lib- 
eral-Unionists Seriously Affected — A 
Meeting of Fair-Trade Promoters—Ed- 
ward Harrington Sentenced to One 
Month’s Imprisonment—The War Scare—

LONDON, December 8,—The effect of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s message on English politics 
is already discernible on the coalition of the 
Tories and Liberal-Unionists, Already divided 
on the question of increased tariff, 
they are now more s0. Even the 
Tories are divided among themselves, men 
like Sir Robert Fowler and other members of 
Parliament holding it to be absolutely safe 
for the Tory seats to condemn Howard 
Vincent’s attack on free trade. The whole 
question is a greater embarrassment to 
Salisbury than ever. If he approves Vincent’s 
proposal he will lose the seats in the borough. 
If he opposes ithe will lose the seats in the 
Counties. The watchword, therefore, is ‘‘sit 
on the fence.’’ I hear that strong pressure 
is being put by Salisbury on Chaplin. For 
years he has been the leader of a forlorn hope 
in Parliament in favor of protection in behalf 
of agriculturé. The effect was seen in 
Chaplin’s speech yesterday. It was impos- 
sible to get any definite idea of his principles, 
but it was quite clear that after advocating 
all his life the duty on corn as a 
cardinal principle of tariff reform, he 
now declares against it, on the ground that in 
some foreign countries the duty on corn has 
not raised the price. Of course, this alleged 
reason is only a pretence, as the object 
is to allay, for the moment, the fears 
of dear food in England, which is so depend- 
ent on other ceuntries for produce. Vincent 
accuses Fowler of indifference to the long con- 
tinued sufferings of the agricultural urban 
population, owing to the lack of em- 
ployment. He says: „Mr. Cleveland 
announces to a bewildered world a superfluity 
of public revenue of ascore of millions sterl- 
ing. Thatis what the defense of American 
industries has done for the Republic in a quar- 
ter of a century.’’

Watching Russia. 


PESTH, December 8.—In the best informed 
circles the situation arising from the rein- 
forcement of Russian troops in Poland is 
not regarded as portending immediate danger. 
Nothing more will be done yet beyond the 
sending of a warning to Russia that Austria 
is watchful and will not leave unanswered any 
further military measures that Russia may 
take.

WALES’ NEW WEALTH, 


The Great Gold Discoveries Made by an Old 
Australian Miner. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, December 8.—The St. James's Ga- 
rette has created a great sensation by publish- 
ing a careful story from Wales, giving the par- 
ticulars of great gold discoveries there. It 
says that if the anticipations at present formed 
of the discovery are realized it will prove of 
the greatest importance, not only to Wales, 
but to the whole country. The gold has been 
found in the Mawddach Valley, about five 
miles from Dolgelly, Merionshire. One of the 
hills, the Oader-Idris, has been pierced, 
and a lode of quartz extraordinarily 
rich in gold has been found. There 
is every indication of the presence of 
a gold-bearing strata of almost indefinite 
extent. The fortunate owner of the property 
is William Pritchard Morgan of Brynticion 
Dolgelly, and of Queen Victoria Lon- 
don. Morgan has had long experience in 
gold mining in Australia, and about four years 
ago he got the impression that gold probably 
existed in the place where it has now been 
found. Having made some experiments, he 
decded four or five months ago to begin sys- 
tematic operations. He engaged 100 men and 
set them at work to bore into the side of the

THE RICHER THE ORE BECOMES. 

Besides this lode another of sixty feet in 
thickness has been found, and there are good 
indicationsofathird. The first lode has been 
so thoroughly stripped that about fifteen 
thousand tons of ore are actually in sight. 
Morgan has already stacked about two 
thousand five hundred tons ready for treat- 
ment, and of this a great part is estimated by 
William Crookes, F. R. 8., to yield six ounces 
to the ton, from the stone already tested. 
The lowest calculations point to an average of 
two ounces to the ton, which would quite 
justify the opinions expressed as to the mag - 
nitude of the discovery, The region over 
which the gold-bearing quartz is believed to 
extend hasan area of two or three miles, but 
as gold has for generations been found in the 
beds of Welsh rivers and in pockety form 
over large areas of the principality, 
it is probable that deeper and 
systematic working as in Mawddach 
Valley would yield equally surprising results 
elsewhere. As to the future of this under- 
taking, it may be said that upon Morgan's 
property forty-two lodes are distinctly indi- 
cated and that upon his operations down to 
the present he has spent between £3,000 and 
£4,000. The reason why Morgan has been 80 
reticent hitherto, it is said, is to guard 
against the disastrous consequences that 
might have ensued if the gold resources of 
Wales, as soon as their character had become 
known, had fallen into the hands of specu- 
lators. Morgan has now united in one com- 
prehensive alliance all the various interests 
concerned in the auriferous region. It 
will be the ultimate task of this associa- 
tion to explore each promising locality 
in turn and open it out if it is 
found to be of a profitable character. A 
special company wiil be formed to work it, 
and the association or syndicate will then go 
on with the next site. On the other hand, if 
the surface promises to turn out delusive, the 
new syndicate will mark the district off as one 
to which the public need not be attracted. 
Some of the greatest financial houses in the 
city are in the syndicate, the capital of 
which is already more than necessary. 

Finch Hatton, who has visited the mines, 
says that he was struck with the appearance 
of the country as a gold-bearing one. In 
Queensland the discovery of such a field, he 
says, would have been made long ago, and 
had it taken place in the colony 50,000 men 
would have been on their way to it by this 
time. The gold is found here as in Queens- 
land, at the junction of the Cambrian and 
Silurian period, that is of igneous and aqueous 
rock.

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SADI-CARNOT’S SIRE, 


The Father of the New French President 
Interviewed. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, December 8.—In default of the new 
President, who has his bands full reer 
together a Cabinet which has in view the laud- 
able if somewhat Utopian object of combining 
all the varied Republican interests, the Gau- 
lois has succeeded in interviewing the new 
President's father. M. Carnot, Sr., is 86 years 
of age, a life Senator and has taken an active, 
if not very prominent, part in French politics 
since 1840. ‘‘My son, now President of the 
French Republio,“ said the proud old man, 
‘*ig of a philosophic temperament. I edu- 
cated himself. I taught him to be tolerant. 
Under his Presidency any one can pray or 
play as he sees ft. Yes, he will be friendly 
with M. De Freycinet who, like himself, is a 
graduate of the Ecole Polytechnique. 

‘‘No, Idon’t think M. Freycinet will dine 
now at the Elysee every Sunday as he did with 
M. Grevy. In fact, noone will. My son and 
his family have always dined with me at my 
house on Sunday and I dare say he will con- 
tinue todoso. I myself will not go and live 
in the Elysee. Why should I? We have many 
relatives in the provinces. Just because Sadi 
is elected President and has a big house, why 
should I or the rest of us go and live with 
him?“ 

After speaking slightingly of Gen. Bou- 
langer and his ephemeral popularity, the 
elder Carnot said: ‘‘My son is now engaged in 
the formation of his Cabinet, which is to recon- 
cile and conciliate Republicans of each and 
every complezion.’’ 

After referring to M. Ferry’s patriotic role at 
the National Assembly, the proud fatherof the 
new President with a Persian name told the 
interviewer unequivocally that neither M. 
Brisson nor M. De Freycinet will be chosen to 
form a new Cabinet. He Is of the opinion that 
the Ministry of Messrs. Rouvier and Flourens, 
made acceptable to M. Clemenceau by the in- 
fusion of some radical blood, will be called 
upon to man the ship of State. 

Jou should remember, concluded the old 
gentleman, ‘‘that the votein the Chamber was 
entirely directed against M. Grevy and that 
the Cabinet itself won golden opinions by its 
patriotic attitude during the crisis which, but 
for them, might have ended differentiy.’’

ANARCHIST MOST. 


Sentenced to One Year’s Imprisonment—The 
Accused’s Speech. 

NEW Tonk, December 8.—Herr Johann 
Most, the Anarchist, who was convicted of 
misdemeanor, was arraigned in the General 
Sessions Court to-day. His counsel, Mr. 
Howe, argued in his behalt for a new trial. 
He contended that Most had not been con- 
victed on any fair evidence, but that an unfair 
prejudice had been instilled into the case. 
The jury convicted him because of sentiments 
published in Most’s books three years ago. 
Counsel argued on behalf ot liberty of speech. 


Judge Cowing said he would deny the motion, 
but that he would grant acertificate to the 
Supreme Court, general term, when the whole 
case might be heard. When the Clerk of the 
Court asked Most what he had to say why sen- 
tence should not be pronounced on bim, Most 
in a very dramatic manner said: ‘‘Your 
Honor, from a legal point of view it may ap- 

ar very difficult to stay a sentence when a 
— has rendered their verdict. But there 
are certain occasions when the court should 
and must rise superior to a jury finding. 
No independent judge will, for instance, pro- 
nounce capital punishment upon a man of 
whose innocence he is morally convinced, no 
matter what verdict the jury has entered. In 
the present case the issue is surely not one of 
life or death to my person, but the issue is a 
far broader and deeper one. Therefore, with 
all respect to Your Honor I consider it my 
duty to reply to your question why sentence 
should not be pronounced upon Johann Most, 
te state thatit is in your province to-day 
to decide whether free speech and lawful 
assemblages should be destroyed in this 
country. Thesentence which Your Honor is 
about to pronounce will be engrafted upon 
the history of.the United States. Punishment 
inflicted upon an innocent man and brought 
about 5 prejudice and perjury, is rather an 
honor than a shame to the sufferer—one who 
suffers for his opinion’s sake. I again protest 
my innocence of the offense for which 
I stand convicted, and appealto Your Honor 
to make use of such discretion as lies within 
your power.’’ 

Judge Cowing’s only reply was: The sen- 
tence of the court is that you be confined in 
the penitentiary for a period of one year 
without ne. :

The subp@na duces 
tecum was issued over the signatures 
of President Allen and Secretary Taaffe of the 
Council and Speaker Bannerman and Clerk 
Barrett of the House of Delegates, and was 
prepared to stand a legal teat. The committee 
will decide on its tactics to-morrow morning. 


Will Hold the Centract. 
Michael Becker, the dead animal contractor,

Dudley a statement of the work done under 
his contract of the date of December 1. He 
expressed his readiness to appear before the 
Board of Health and present proofs that he 
was filling the terms of the contract. Dr. 
Dudley said that euch a step was unnecessary 
in the absence of any definite complaint 


from ocitizens. Mr. Steber, speaking for 
the company, said; ‘‘Mr. Butler's is a case of 
sour grapes.

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RE STRONG BID MADE BY sr. LOUIS FOR 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


Meeting of the National Republican Con- 
vention at Washington — Chairman 
Jones’ Speech— Delegations From Va- 
rious Cities Before the Committee—Ex- 
Senator Windom’s Plea for Minneapolis 
—Gen, Henderson Presents st. Louis’ 
Offer. . 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 8.—The Re- 
publican National Committee was called to 
order at 11 o’clock this morning in room 150 of 
the Arlington Hotel by B. F. Jones of Penn- 
sylvania, its Chairman, Samuel Fessenden of 
Connecticut acting as Secretary. Ina brief 
speech Chairman Jones stated the object of 
the meeting as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Committee—As stated in 
the call, this meeting is for the purpose of se- 
lecting a time and place for holding 
the next Republican National Con- 
vention, also to consider such other 
matters as may properly be brought 
before it. As everything connected, however 
remotely, with the Government of this great 
country is important, our action to-day may 
have far-reaching results. We should, there- 
fore, carefully consider such subjects as may 
be brought before us that we may decide 
wisely. We may congratulate ourselves on 
the improved prospects of the Republican 
party since the National Committee met in 
this city four years ago for the same purpose 
that we are now assembled. At that time 
the majority against the Republitan party 


in the North at the last preceding general State 
elections counted up into the bundreds of 
thousands. The great States of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio had Democratic Gov- 
ernors. New York elected by nearly 100,000 
plurality, which was reduced for the same 
candidate in the presidential election to less 
than 1,100. Though by aecident the Demo- 
cratic party have the Presidency and the 
restige of success, the signs are auspicious 
— the election of a Republican President in 
1888. 

The momentum acquired bY twenty-five 
years of the prevalence of Republican princi- 
les has not yet lost its force and the material 
nterests of the country are still prosperous 
as the result of Republican industrial legisla- 
tion. Recent utterances, however, indicate 
a determination to end this prosperity 
by adverse legislation forced upon 
the country by an Administration hostile 
to American industry, and also indicate the 
necessity of the return to power of the Repub- 
lican party in the national Government, 60 
that American industry, wool growing and 
sugar raising, equally with iron making and 
textile production, may have continued pros- 
perity, and the employes in these industries 
constant employment and continued good 
wages, such as American workmen should re- 
ceive.

PUBLICATION OF THE BANK WRECKER’S 
TENDER MISSIVES TO HIS CLERK. 


The Exposure Made by Assistant Cashier 
Hopkins’ Son—The True Relations Be- 
tween Harper and Miss Holmes Revealed 
—Alleged Attempt to Bribe the District 
Attorney—Close of the Government’s 
Case—To-Day’s Proceedings. 


CINCINNATI, O., December 8.—The Enquirer 
this morning prints facsimile cipher letters 
which, it says, were furnished by Chas. Hop- 
kins, son of Assistant Cashier Ben E. Hopkins. 
They purport to be letters sent by Harper to 
Miss Josie Holmes, hie former exchange clerk. 
It is explained that after the failure Harper 
professed the warmest friendship for his As- 
sistant Oashier, Hopkins, and promised to do 
everything that could be done to shield him. 
Young Hopkins was correspondingly kind 
to Harper, and became his messenger to 
carry letters to and from Miss Holmes. 
Whilein this office he began to suspect that 
Harper was arranging to shirk upon Hopkins 
the responsibility of all transactions with the 
grain brokers, and young Hopkins, to place 
Harper within his power, conceived the bold 
design of concealing the letters and deliver- 
ing verbal messages Only. This worked well 
enough until Miss Holmes visited the jail. 
Harper was furious upon learning of the 
treachery of his messenger, and has 
since been cold toward Hopkins. 
The letters were in cipher, which was 


easily read. Harper also sent three checks to 
Miss Holmes, which Hopkins suppressed and 
turned over to District-Attorney Burnet. They 
aggregated $700,000, and it is presumed they 
were intended to be placed so as to cover up 
some of the crooked transactions of his bank. 
One for $300,000 was dated February 28, the 
others, for $200,000 each, were dated June 27. 
THE LETTERS OF HARPER 

to Miss Holmes are as ardent as those of any 
lover could be. In the first one he instructed 
her about what she should say in her testi- 
mony. She answered saying she would be as 
evasive as she could, but feared she could not 
testify as he wanted her to. She said he had 
made a botch by sending to see 
her, and asked him why he did not 
xO when he had a chance. She 
asked him to send her a lawyer to advise her 
how to testify. To this Harper replied with 
mad protestations of love for hig bright 
angel,’’ and upbraided her for her coldness 
and especially for her cool suggestion that he 
should have flown. It looked to him as 
though she wanted to get rid of him. He re- 
minded her of his talk during their last ride 
together, that he said the worst thing would 
be their separation, and that she said that 
would never be, and pressing a kiss 
on his lips, said she would go to prison 
with him, or, if that could not be, would visit 
him daily. He begged her to get well and 
come to him, before she got into the safe 
deposit box, otherwise all would be spolled. 
He also urged her to take no more of the drug, 
and to decline to be interviewed. 

In one of her notes Miss Holmes said to 
Harper: Tour wife has ,000. have 
nothing now to do but to die, with your family 
disgracing me as they have done in the last 
two days. 

HARPER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. E. L. Harper was seen at the jail this 
morning by a reporter and was asked what he 
had to say about the publication of his letters 
to Miss Holmes. Harper paused a moment 
and then with clenched teeth said: ‘‘You can 
say that Charley Hopkins did not publish the 
other letters that would have benefited me as 
much as it would his father, and that 
he did not publish anything about the 
$10 I gave him for her. Now, will you excuse 
me?’’ and he finished his toilet and went up- 
stairs where his wife and sister were in wait- 
ing to take him to the court- room. In the 
court-room * gave his usual polite at- 
tention to his wife and showed but little trace 
of the trouble he had. His wife, however, sat 
like a statue as though oblivious to her sur- 
roundings. There is no doubt of the 
authenticity of the letters and they place in 
the true light the relations between the ex- 
banker and his fair clerk. 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

The publication in to-day’s Uommercial 
Gazette of its special dispatch from Washing- 
ton about an attempt to bribe District-Attor- 
ney Burnet was headed: ‘‘The defense make 
an unsuccessful attempt to bribe Mr. Burnet.’’ 
When court convened in the Harper case 
District-Attorney Burnet made a personal 
statement, saying that he especially desired 
it to be understood that there was 
no ground whatever for involving the 
counsel fnow representing the defense 
in any such statement or insinuation. Judge 
Jackson thought it due to counsel for the de- 
fense to say that so far as the Court could 
judge their conduct had been all that honor- 
able gentlemen could demand. Judge Sage 
also said that he wished to correct a statement 
in the publication which ascribed to him previ- 
ous knowledge of the attempted bribery. He 
said he had no information on the subject 
whatever. The prosecution made no reference 
at all to the publication of the cipher letters 
between Harper and Miss Holmes. 

Mr. Hayes finished his testimony, and with 
it the Government rested its case. The de- 
fense called Mr. Eckert for the purpose of 
finishing its cross-examination. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

After finishing the cross-examination of Mr. 
Eckert, the efense cross-examined r. 
Hayes very briefly. Then Judge Wilson asked 
the courtto give hima little time to prepare 
for opening the case forthe defense and court 
adjourned till to-morrow eat 10 a. m. It is ex- 
pected that Harper will be placed on the stand 
and that no other witness will be called. 

DEATH OF COUNSEL WATSON. 

Edward M. Watson, the attorney sent from 
Washington to assist District-Attorney Burnet 
in the Harper trial, died suddenly last evening 
at the residence of Dr. Kemper.

LABOR NEWS. 


Powderly Retaliating on the Rebellious 
Knightse—Assemblies Suspended. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 8.—The third 
in the series of letters addressed by General 
Master Workman Powderly to the order of the 
Knights of Labor, published in yesterday’s 
issue of the Journal of United Labor, is con- 
fined to an attack on the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, with a recommendation that 
the United States Govérnoment should 
control all telegraph lines. The plan of 
placing the stock of the only telegraph 
system in the Union in the hands of 


foreign capitalists, Mr. Powderly thinks, is 
ominous of impending danger, and cites the 
recent orisis in France as an example of mon- 
archical interference in Republican institu- 
tions. He argues that the Government can do 
the telegraphing of the country as successful- 
ly as it does the mall carrying, and ridicules 
the idea that it would amount to anything as a 
political factor, because, as he says, there are 
only about 17,000 telegraphers in the United 
States. 


Powderly’s Knife at Work. 


OMmoado, Hl., December 8.—The first act of 
retaliation or discipline against the rebellious 
Knights of Labor by Mr. Powderly became 
known yesterday. It was the suspension of 
Local Assemblies Nos. 1,307 and 2,808. The 
first-named assembly was the first to secede 
from the Knights and throw its influence in 
faver ofthe rebels. It is the most radical as- 
sembly inthis cityand has among its members 
some of the best-known radical laborites. It 
was suspended for insubordination. No. 2608 
is the Assembly that George Schilling belongs 
to. Schilling has not joined the rebels, and 
did not attend the meeting at which the Pro- 
visional Committee was appointed. He re- 
mained in the order, and so did his Assembly, 
but ne was known as a sympathizer with the 
rebels, and was the leading representative of 
District Assembiy No. 24 at the Minneapolis 
Convention. 


Scarcity of Labor. 


San FRANCISCO, December 8.—The State 
Board of Trade of Oalifornia decided by reso- 
lution at their session yesterday to prepare a 
tabulated statement of wages paid for skilled 
and unskilled labor in California. Theresolu- 
tion cites that owing to inability to engage la- 
borers, a great portion of this-year’s fruit 
yield was lost, and that with the growing fruit 
production of the State the labor problem is 
one of the most importance to be solved. The 
fact is urged that white labor, both skilled and 
unskilled, is in great demand at wages in ad- 
vance of those paid in the East. 


EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE CONFERENCE. 


Interesting Papers Read by Rev. S. W. Dike 
and Others. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 8.—At the 
opening of the second morning session of the 
conference which is being held under the 
auspices of the Evangelical Alliance for the 
United States nearly every seat in the First 
Congregational Church was occupied. After 
devotional exercises, the presiding officer, 
Justice Harlan of the United States 
Supreme Court, introduced Rev. 8. W. 
Dike of Aburndale, Mass., who 
read 0 paper on „ Perils to 


the Family.’’ In the course of his paper Mr. 
Dike said that the American family is 
not enough for the strain 
upon from our social condli- 
tion. Perils threaten in three particulars. 

First, as a social production our failures 
with the family are dangerously numerous. 
In some States 5. 10 or 12 per centum 
of the families formed annually, suffer 
dissolution in the courts. Fatal troubles 
increase this number. Unchastity 
corrupts many families, and crimi- 
nal practices render others un- 
fruitful, leavi the lower classes 
to replenish population. Probably all these 
evils are on the increase. Divorces certainly 
are. No Christian country, he said, takes 

reater risks from loase marriage and divorce 

aws than the United States. 

2. The fundamental place of, the family in 
society gives 2 sign ficance to these 4 — 
Historically the family is the germ of all other 
social institutions and it is their living sissue. 
Weakness here is most dangerous. 

Thirdly—Disuse of the family has left it 
weak. The paper urged the alliance to secure 
closer fellowship between scholars in the 
sociai sciences and the clergy, whereby the 
latter could get the benefits of the new mater 
lal and better methods of the former. 

Col. J. Green of Hartford, Conn., then read 
a paper on The Social Vice. He said that 
every kind of lawlessness instinctively rec- 
ognizes the family asafoeand seeks to 
corrupt and weaken it. The reproduction of 
human life is the highest function ef which hu- 
man beings are  capabie. But not 
only the ‘agencies, but that 
go to shape and train it are 
ofmoment. The speaker names among the 
more dangerous and more unnoticed agencies 
for promotion the social vice, first, the 
public school with its inevitable mingling 
of the pure and the impure, where evil infiu- 
ence are as rife as fungi in aswamp. The white 
cross- work is especiaily needed hefe. Second, 
the novel, against which wedo not nowadays 
hear the protest that we ought. Pure fiction 
does not constitute the bulk of that published. 
A vast number read almost nothing of any 
sort except highly-spiced, impure fiction. 
Third, the sensational, scandal-monging press 
which is the close ally of impure fiction. The 
eyes of journalism are turned into cvery cor- 
ner. Alas, that so wonderful acumen is 80 
largely employed to discover that which is 
polsonous.

An alleged conference of **wool-growers 

and wool-dealers of the United States,’’ 
called by the President of the ‘‘National 
Association of Wool-Growers,” has is- 
sued a manifesto against the recommenda- 
tions of President CLEVELAND’S message 
as a direct attack upon the industry of 
1,000,000 wool-growers and wool-dealers 
and their $500,000,000 of invested capital, 
which this conference claims to represent. 
But it is notorious that this claim is false, 
and that the manifesto represents only 
particular interests in open conflict with 
the interests of a majority, perhaps, of 
the wool-growers and wool manufacturers, 
not te mention the adverse interests of 
60,000,000 of people in the United States 
who year woolen goods. 
The wool tariff was reduced on the tes- 
timony of the largest woolen manufactur- 
ers in the United States, who declared 
that such a reduction would enable them 
to use more American wools mixed with 
foreign wools, and thus to supply the 
American market with large lines of 
woolen goods which the tariff on certain 
indispensable kinds of foreign wool ena- 
bled foreign manufacturers to control. The 
reduction was made to enable our home 
manufacturers to compete with importers 
in our home markets, and at the same 
time to increase the range of domestic con- 
sumption of American wools. 

The fact that the association formed to 
sustain the wool tariff did not represent 
Western wool-growing interests was 
demonstrated when it failed so utterly 
in its attempt to defeat Congressman 
DOCKERY in an agricultural and wool- 
growing district of Missouri. How much 
it represents Western wool growers is also 
seen in its failure to make any impression 
on the Texas delegation in Congress. 

The simple fact is that our former tariff 
on wool proved a delusion and a snare, by 
suddenly raising the price of wool so as to 
encourage men to put great flocks of sheep 
on high-priced land in the older States, 
where it was soon found that they could 
not profitably compete with sheep on the 
cheap pastures of the West. Prices went 
down again, because if was soon found 
that our manufacturing capacity, ham- 
pered as it was by tariff restrictions, could 
not profitably use our wool product. The 
true wool-growing region of our country 
needs no protection against imported 
wools. Itneeds only an improvement of 
the quality of the staple, and a better 
chance at the home market for domestic 
woolens through a better development of 
our woolen manufactures, which have 
been hindered by araw-wool tariff that 
favored foreign woolen goods.

If a protective tariff does not enable 
our manufacturers to command a higher 
price for their goods than they gould get 
without the aid ofa tariff, how doesa 
tariff protect them, or the absence of one 
hurt them, and why should they ask for 
tariff protection? What is all this fuss 
about if tariff protection does the manu- 


facturer no good, and the consumer buys | 


the output as cheap under protection as 
under free trade?

A BIG INTERVIEW. 
THE VIEWS OF SENATORS AND REPRE- 
SENTATIVES ON VITAL QUESTIONS. 


Over Two Hundred Members of Congress 
Persénally Interviewed by New York 
World Reporters on the Tariff Question 
and Their Choice for President—How the 
Democrats and Republicans Stand—An 
Enterprising Newspaper Feat. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEw YorK, December 8.—The WORLD this 
morning publishes the following: ‘‘Detail 
twenty men to Interview members of Congress 
in Washington. This was the order received 
by the city editor of the WORLD at1o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, immediately after the first 
copies of the President’s message had been 
received in New York. It was a large requisi- 
tion to make in any event, and if made on 
the local department of any other newspaper 
but the WORLD it would have depopulated the 
establishment. But the WORLD, whose op- 
portunity comes when the demands of the mo- 
ment are most exacting, was equal to the 
emergency. 

The work of selecting men was quickly made 
and within fifteen minutes a score of first-class 
reporters, all members of the regular city 
staff, were chosen. Their names were J. A. 
Gill, J. EB. Whitney, L. J. Lang, H. Mann, W. 
E. Simmons, W. M. Bates, W. T. King, J. K. 
Mulford, Geo. F. Canis, W. 8. Andrews, H. 
W. Raymond, W. O. Inglis, W. R. Corwine, 
John Kemble, W. A. Graham, H. R. Reilly, R. 
O. Lewis, OC. F. Cunningham, L. C. Ryce, Wm. 
J. Melletont. All of them were at the time at- 
tending to their regular daily duties, and in as 
many different places as there were men, 
Simultaneously a man was dispatched to the 
office of Mr. Samuel Oarpenter, Bastern 
Agent of the Pennsylvania road, to 
make arrengements for the transporta- 
tion of the WoORLD’s detachment to Wash- 
ington. A special Pullman palace car was 
secured on the midnight train and everything 
was done to promote the comfort of the men 
and to increase the efficiency of the service. 
The instructions were to have the car ready at 
10 o’ clock with the berths in readiness so that 
the men could retire as soon as they reached 
the depot. 

ALL APPLIANCES ON BOARD. 

Twenty writing tables with new patent ap- 
pliances to counteract the motion of the train 
were placed inthe car. These were provided 
so that on the return journey the notes of the 
numerous interviews might be rapidly tran- 
scribed and the copy placed in the hands 
of the compositors as soon as the men 
reached the Worup office. The railroad 
authorities had the work done with the ut- 
most promptitude but it was,of course, a mat- 
ter of several hours. At6o’clock in the even- 
ing the twenty reporters were notified to be 
atthe WORLD office at 10 o’olock, ready to 
leave the city, but they were not told what 
their mission was to be. If they had been as- 
signed to picket duty on the Canadian frontier 
oron the Mexican border they would have 
been no more surprised and equally ready for 
the start. Promptly at 10 o’clock they as- 
sembled in the city room, all conscious that 
brilliant work was to be required 
at their hands. The roll was called 


and not a man was found missing. 
The city editor explained the situation ina 
very few words anda glow of enthusiasm 
spread over the assembly. Theneeforward 
everything proceeded with milita 282322 
The tickets were duly distributed, the choice 
of berths made, and by 10:80 o’clook the de- 
tachment assembled atthe Courtlandt street 
ferry, bound for the Pennsylvania depot. 
There never wasa more light-bearted crowd. 
The hard work to be done at the other end of 
the journey did not depress them in the least. 
They were trained tosuch emergencies and 
took them as altogether of course. Nothing 
was lacking to conduce to the pleasure of the 
ourney, aud when the train arrived in Wash- 
ngton they were ready for any and all hard 
work. Four of the WORLD’s Washington staff 
waited atthe depot to receive them. The 
meeting was 
FRATERNALLY CORDIAL, 
but there was no time to talk. The whole 
party entered carriages and were swiftly driven 
to the Washington office of the WORLD, where 
they left their satchels, and then a substantial 
breakfast was eaten and the members of the 
New York contingent started out on their 
mission. Ina few hours the whole work was 
done and at5So’ciock the detachment was on 
the return march. Meanwhile the routine of 
work in the home office went on with unabated 
energy, the places of the twenty men at the 
front being supplied by ever-ready and thor- 
oughly-capable substitutes, and every edition 
of the WORLD coming out on time with every 
department complete and no feature missing.

ROBBING COAL TRAINS. 


The Desperate Condition of Colorado and 
Western Kansas Farmers. 


Anderson K. Hayward of Denver, who ar- 
rived in the city this morning, said to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter: I have just passed over 
both the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and 
the Kansas Pacific, and witnessed some 


very peculiar scenes along the roads, 
Throughout Eastern Colorado and Western 
Kansas a severe coal famine prevails, and the 
towns and farmers are near] entirely out of 
fuel. The country ie entirely treeless, and 
unless coal can be obtained the 1 are ob- 
liged to go without fire. The p cipal, in fact 
almost the only source of supply for the 
region referred to are the Colorado coal flelds, 
especial! those near Canon City. The 
local ealers failed to lay in a 
sufficient supply during the summer, 
and whenthe cold weather commenced the 
demand far exceeded the supply. The Oanon 
City mines are working double time, but still 
are unable to fill the orders that pourin. The 
farmers in the Eastern part of Colorado have 
taken matters into th own hands and are 
making organized raids upon the coal trains 
that bound for points f er 
east. At every siding are in waiting 
and when a coal train is stopped coolly take 
possession and unload the coal into their 
wagons and drive off. The train hands do not 
interfere, as they know it would be of no use. 
At Kit Carson I saw a train of eight cars un- 
loaded in this manner, and at La Junta one of 
five. The farmers say they will ay rf rice 
that is asked, but must have oo al — 
ards. In the meantime the consigneés are in 

ress! need of the fuel, and send indig- 
nant te 1 728 to the coal com , who re- 
ply that they have shipped the coal and hold 
the receipt of the railroad forit.

Time only adds to the importance of the ar- 
rests made yesterday morning by the police 
of burglar James Herman, alias Sprague, and 
his wife, Annie, the particulars of whose ar- 
rest and the raiding of their residence at 1206" 
Mason street, a titled alley, running between 
Sixth, Seventh, Hickory and Rutger streets, 
was given in the Post-DIsPaTcH yesterday. 
Up to noon to-day, sixteen different people 


have identified parts of the plunder found at 


the house of the pair as articles stolen from 
them. These people all live within a radius of 
a few blocks of each other In the Southern 
part of the city, and the places of all were 
burglarized within the past few weeks. The 
list speaks most eloquently for the ability of 
the twain of prisoners as burglars. It 
also does another thing.

Police Department, which pretends to give 
outa complete list of them to the press 
from day to day as they occur. 
By pretending to give these crimes 
out and not doing 80, Chief

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- BWINDLING OPERATIONS OF A FEMALE 
BANKER AND BROKER. 


Mme. Marie La Touche Arrested for De- 
franding a Large Number of Women 
Out of Large Sums—Her Handsome Ap- 
pearance and Defiant Manner When 
Arraigned in Court—Her Many Aliases 
and Leng Record of Crime—Sumptu- 
ously Furnished Offices for the Transac- 
tion of Business—Another Mrs. Howe. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisratTon. : 

New Tonk, December 8.—Another female 
financier of the same calibre as the notorious 
Mrs. Howe, who successfully swindled Bos- 
ton’s fair speculators out of over half a mill- 
fon dollars a few years ago, has loomed up in 
New York, and like the Boston woman- banker 
has come to grief. She is Mme. Marie La 
Touche, having at various periods been known 
as Mrs. Dow and Mrs. Ware before coming to 
this city to victimize women of slender means, 
but ambitious to get rich; Mrs. La Touche 
had successfully plied her swindling vocation 
in several other cities and had al- 
so paid for her nefarious practices 
by doing penance behind prison bars. 
During the past fortnight upward of a dozen 
ladies, all more or less prominently connected 
in society, have complained to Inspector 
Byrnes that they had been swindled out of 
large sums of money by 

MRS. MARIB LA TOUCHE, 

who carried on a brokerage business at No. 
165 West Twenty-third street. The woman 
operated with women only, and by means of 
flowery advertisements in the newspapers she 
made a good thing to lure into her net victims 
who were promised or guaranteed profits of 
$30 per month on an investment of $300. It 
was precisely the same method that had been 
adopted by the banking establishment of Mrs. 
Howe in Boston, the principal professing to 
make the investment in such a manner that 
large returns were sure to follow. 

Although alarge number of ladies claimed 
to be victims it was difficult for the Inspector 
to induce any of them to come to the front 
and go to court as complainants, some of 
them fearing publicity and others not wishing 
their husbands to discover their speculative 
proclivities. Mrs. Olara Johnson of No. 156 
East Eighty-fourth street, however, was pre- 
vailed upon to accompany the Inspector to

TRANSPLANTING TEETH. 

„What is the best filling?’’ 

Well, gold is the most popular filling, but 
some dentists claim that composition, or even 
silver, is justas good. Silver will last as lon 
as gold sometimes, though it expands wit 
heatand cold more than gold does. In this 
respect composition filling is the best. A den- 
tist prefers filling with gold because the work 
is prettier, the patient more satisfied and the 
fee higher. Gold is applied by the annealin 

rocess and the hammering process is eed 

or silver. Annealing makes the filling per- 
fectly solid and safe, and a tooth filled with 
gold is almost as good as the original tooth, 
or as nearly as good as any imperfect thing 
can be. The favorite process, now, however, 
is to transplant teeth, and it is becoming more 
fashionable wey day. By transplanting a 
tooth I mean pulling a healthy tooth out of 
one person’s mouth and 1 it into an- 
other person’s mouth. For instance, you 
have an incisor or front, a canine or eye, or a 
cuspid tooth that is half-way decayed and of 
course you would much reser, if you were a 
sensible person, to have it replaced by a sound 
tooth instead. of * it built up 
or havea false tooth put in its place. The 
first thing to do is to secure a person willing 
to sacrifice an analogous tooth. Then the two 
teeth are pulled and the sound one placed in 
the vacanosy left by the extraction of the bad 
one. The tooth is imbedded firmly in the 
jaw bone, the wound in the gums heals rapidly 
and you have a perfectly sound tooth in the 
place of yourformer decayed one. This op- 
eration is expensive for the patient because 
some one must be found ready to give up a 
tooth, or twoor three of them, and that gen- 
erally requires some little money. Then, too, 
itis sometimes hard to find a person who 
will combine the two advantages of being 
willing to pet with his or her 
teeth for a reasonable consideration, and 
happens to have the teeth that are suitable for 
the e Ihave an operation of trans- 
plantation now on hand. The patient is a 
wealthy lady, who looked around for a year 
before she could find some one with teeth to 
suit.

CHICAGO, December 8, 1 p. m.—While wheat 
has been nervous and irregular to-day, at no 
time has the market been actually weak. The 
opening was active and higher, the result of 
some good buying. the longs accepting profits 
and selling some.Following this the market was 
dull and left almost entirely to the scalpers, 
who took advantage of the entire absence of 
trade, and by persistent hammering finally 
succeeded in working the price off half a cent.

BLAINES MESSAGE. 


A-BID FOR THE VOTES OF PROTECTIONISTS 
AND PROHIBITIONISTS. 


He Would Tax Whiskey on Moral Grounds— 
Wool to Be Pratected—Free Tobacco for 
the People—A Tariff Platform Built on 
Clever Sophistries. 


NEw YorK, December 7.—The Tribune of to- 
day contains along interview with Hon. James 
G. Blaine on President Cleveland’s message. 
It was taken in shorthand, under the direction 
ofthe Tribune’s Paris correspondent, and 
sent by cable to-night. It is as follows: 

„1 Dave been reading an abstract of the 
President’s message, and have been espec- 
lally interested in the comments of the London 
papers. Those papers all assume to declare 
the message is a free-trade manifesto and evi- 
dently anticipate an enlarged merket for En- 
glish fabricsin the United States as a conse- 
quence of the President’s recommendations. 
Perhaps that fact stamped the character of the 
message more clearly than any words of mine 
can.’’ 

Jou don’t mean actual free trade without 
duty?’’ queried the reporter. 

No,“ replied Mr. Blaine. Nor do the 
Londen papers mean that. They simply mean 
that the President has recommended what in 
the United States is known as a revenue tariff, 
rejecting the protective feature asan object 
and not even permitting protection to result 
freely as an incident to revenue duties.’’ 

„don't know that I quite comprehend that 
last point, said the reporter. 

**] mean,’’ said Mr. Blaine, ‘‘that for the 
first time in the history of the United States 
the President recommends retaining the in- 
ternal tax in order that the tariff may be forced 
down even below the fair revenue standard. 


He recommends that the tax on tobacco be re- 
tained, and thus that many millions annually 
shall be levied on adomestic product which 
would far better come from atariffon foreign 
fabrics.’’ 

WANTS THE TOBACCO TAX REPEALED. 

Then do you mean to imply that you would 
favor the repeal of the tobacco tax?’ 

‘*Certainly, I mean just that, said Mr. 
Blaine. I should urge that it be done at 
once, even before the Christmas holidays. It 
would in the first pla e bring great relief to 
growers of tobacco all over.the country, and 
would materially lessen the price of the arti- 
cle to consumers. Tobacco to millions of men 
is anecessity. The President calls it a luxury, 
butitisa * in no other sense than tea 
and coffee are luxuries. It is well to remem- 
ber that the luxury of yesterday becomes a 
necessity of to-day. Watch, if you please, 
the number of men at work on the farm, 
in the coal mine, along the railroad, 
inthe iron foundry, or in any calling, and 

ou will find ninety-five to one hundred chew- 

ng while they work. After each meal the 
same proportion seek the solace of a pipe ora 
cigar. These men not only pay the millions 
of the tobacco tax, but pay on every plug and 
every eigar an enhanced price which the tax 
enables the manufacturer and retailer to im- 
pose. The only excuse for such a tax isthe 
actual necessity under which the Government 
found itself during the war and the years im- 
mediately following. To retain the tax now in 
order to destroy the protection which would 
incidentally flow from raising the same amount 
of money on foreign imports, is certainly a 
most extraordinary policy for our Govern- 
ment. 
WANTS WHISKY TAXED. 

„Well, then, Mr. Blaine, would you advise 
the repeal of the whisky tax?’’ 

No, I would not. Otber considerations 
than those of financial administration are to 
be taken into account with regard to whisky. 
There is a moral side to it. To cheapen the 
price of whisky is to increase the consumption 
enormously. There would be no sense in 
urging the reform wrought. by high license in 
many States if the ational Government 
neutralizes the good effect by making whisky 
within reach of every one at 20 cents 
a gallon. Whisky would be every- 
where distilled if the surveillance 
of the Government were withdrawn 
by the remission of the tax, and illicit sales 
could not then be prevented, even by a polic 
as rigorous and as searching as that wit 
which Russia pursues the Nihilists. It would 
destroy high licenses at once in all the States. 
Whisky has done a vast deal of harm in the 
United States. I would try to make itdo some 
good. I would useits tax to fortify our cities 
on the seaboard. In view of the powerful let- 
ter addressed to the Democratic party on the 
* of fortification by the late Mr. Samuel 
J. Tilden, in 1885, Iam amazed that no atten- 
tion has been paid to the subject by the 
Democratic Administration. Never before in 
the history of the world, hasany government 
allowed great cities on the seaboard, like 
Philadeiphia, New York, Boston, Baltimore, 
New Orleans and San Franciscoto remain de- 
fenseless.’’ 

WHY HE WOULD FORTIFY. 
‘*But,’’ said the reporter, you don’t think 
we are to have war in any direction?’’ 

**Oertainily not, said Mr. Blaine. Neither, 
Ipresume, did Mr. Tilden when he wrote his 
remarkable letter. But we should 
change a remote chance Into an 
an absolute Impossibility. If our weak and 
exposed points were strongly fortified,if to- 
day we had by any chance even such a war as 
we had with exico, our enemy could pro- 
cure ironciadsin Europe that would menace 
our great cities with destruction or lay them 
under contribution. 

But would not our fortifying now possibly 

‘ook as if we expected war?“ 
‘*‘Why should it any more than the fortifica- 
tions made seventy or eighty years ago by our 
grandfathers, when they 
alnst successful attack from the armaments 
of that day? We don’t necessarily expect a 
burglar because we lock our doors at night, 
but by any possibility a burglar comes it 
contributes vastly to our peace of mind and 
our sound sleep to feel that he can’t get in.“ 
Hut after the fortifications should de con- 
structed would you still maintain the tax on 
whisky?’’ 

„„es,“ said Mr. Blaine. ‘‘Solong as there 
is whisky to tax I would tax it, and when the 
national Government should have no use for 
the py I would divide the tax among the 
Federal Union with the specific object of light- 
ening the tax on real estate. The houses and 
firms of the whole country pay too large a pro 

rtion of the total taxes. , ultimately, re- 
lef could be given in that d 
in my judgment, be a wise and 
policy. Some honest, but misguided friends 
of temperance have that the Gov- 
—— should not use

After a few moments’ silence Mr. Blaine 
added that, in his judgment, the whisky tax 
should be so modified as to permit all who use 
pure alcohol in the arts or in mechanical pur- 
suits to have it free of tax. In all such cases 
the tax could be omitted without danger of 
fraud, just as now the tax on spirits exported 
is remitted. 

IN FAVOR OF HIGH WOOL. 

„Besides your general and sweeping oppo- 
sition to the President’s recommendation, 
have you any further specific objection?’’ 

„es, answered Mr. Blaine. I should 
seriously object to the repeal of the duty on 
wool. The repeal of that would work great in- 
justice to many interests and would seriously 
discourage what we should earnestly encour- 
age, namely, the sheep culture among farmers 
throughout the Union. To break down wool 
growing and be dependent on foreign coun- 
tries for the blanket under which we sieep and 
the coat that covers our backs, is not a wise 

olicy for the National Government to en- 

orce.’’ 

„Do you think it the President's recom- 
mendation were adopted it would increase our 
export trade?’’ 

‘*Possibly in some few articles of peculiar 
construction it might, but it would increase 
our import trade ten-fold as much in tne great 
staple tabrics, in woolen and cotton goods, in 
iron,in steel, in all the thousand and one 
shapes in which they are wrought. How are 
W to export staple fabrics to the markets of 
Europe unless we get cheaper labor than they 
have in Europe?’’ 

Then you think that the question of labor 
underlies the whole subject?’’ 

Ot course it does,’’ replied Mr. Blaine. 
It is, in fact, the entire question. When- 
ever we can force carpenters, masons, iron- 
workers and mechanics in every department 
to work as cheaply and live as poorly in the 
United States as similar workman in Europe, 
we can, of course, manufacture just as 
cheaply as they doin England and France. 
But I am totally opposed to a policy that 
would entail such results. To attempt it 
is equivalent toasocial and financial revo- 
lution, and tbat would bring untold disas- 
ters.’ 

Mes, but might not the great farming class 
be benefited by importing articles from Europe 
instead of buying them at higher prices at 
home?’’ 

„The moment, answerell Mr. Blaine, you 
begin to import freely from Europe you drive 
our own workmen from mechanical and man- 
ufacturing pursuits. In the same proportion 
they become tillers of the soil, increasing 
steadily the agricultural product and decreas- 
ing steadily the large home demand, which is 
constantly enlarging as home manufactures 
enlarge. That, of course, works great injury 
to the farmer, glutting the market with his 
products and tending constantly to lower 
Prices. 

‘*Yes, but the foreizn demand for farm 
products would be increased in like ratio, 
would it not?’’ 

Even suppose it were, said Mr. Blaine, 
no do you know the source from which it 
will be supplied? The tendency in Russia to- 
day and in the Asiatic possessions of England 
is toward a large increase of the grain supply, 
the grain being raised by the cheapest pos- 
sible lebor. Manufacturing countries will buy 
their breadstuffs where they can get them 
cheapest, and the enlarging of the home mar- 
ket for the American farmer being 
checked, he would search in vain for 
one of the same value. His foreign 
sales are already checked by the great 
competition abroad. There never was a time 
when the increase of a large home market was 
so valuable to him. The best proof is that the 
farmers are prosperous in proportion to the 
nearness of manufacturing centers, and a pro- 
tective tariff tends to spread manufactures. 
In Vhio and Indiana, for example, though not 
classed as manufacturing States, the annual 
value of fabrics is larger than the annual value 
of agricultural products.’’ 


THE TARIFF OF 1846. 

But those holding the President’s views, 
remarked the reporter, ‘‘are always quoting 
the great prosperity of the country under the 
tariff of 1846. 

That tariff did not involve the one destruct- 
ive point recommended by the President, 
namely, the retaining of direct internal taxes 
in order to abolish indirect taxes levied on 
foreign fabrics. But the country had page ag 
advantages under it by the Crimean War, in- 
volving England, France and Russia, and 
largely impairing their trade. All these in- 
cidents, or accidents, if you choose, were 
immensely stimulating to trade in the 
United States, regardless of the nature 
of our tariff. But mark the end of this 
European experience with the tariff of 
1846, which for a time gave an 
illusory and deceptive show of prosperity. Its 
enactment was immediately followed by the 
Mexican war; then in 1849 by the great convul- 
sions of Europe; then in 1840 and succeeding 
years by the enormous gold yield in California. 
The powers made peace in 1856, and at the 
same time the output of gold in California 
fell off. Immediately the financial panic of 
1857 came upon the country with disastrous 
force. Though we bad in these years mined 
a vast amount of gold in California, every 
bank in New York was compelied to suspend 
specie payment. Four hundred millions in gold 
had been carried out of the country in eight 

ears to pay for foreign goods that shouid 

ave been manufactured at home, and we 
had years of depression and distress as an 
atonement of ourfolly. It is remarkable that 
President Polk recommended the tariff of 1846 
on precisely the same ground that President 
Cleveland recommends a similar enactment 
now, namely, the surplus in the Treasury was 
menacing the prosperity of the country. His- 
tory is repeating itself. By the wax, Mr. 
Blalne added, after a moment's reflection, 
„eit is worth notice that Mr. Polk insisted on 
emptying the ogg ames A by a free-trade tariff, 
then immediately rushed the country into 
debt by borrowing $150,000,000 for the 
Mexican- war. 1 trust nothing may 
occur to repeat 80 disastrous 4 
sequel to the „ 4 recom mended 
by President Cleveland. But the uniform fate 
has been for fifty years past that the Demo- 
cratic purty when it goes out of power always 
leaves an empty Treasury,and when it returns 
to power always finds a full Treasury.’’ 

SORT OF CRAZY-QUILT POLICY. 

„Then do you mean to imply that there 
should be no reduction of the national reve- 
nue?“ 

„No: what I have said implies the reverse. 
I would reduce it by a „ repeal of the 
tobacco tax, and would make, here and there, 
some changes in the tariff, not to reduce pro- 
tection, but wisely-foster it.

The reporter repeated the question whether 
the President’s recommendation would not, 
if adopted, give us the advantage of a large 
increase on exports. 

‘*I only repeat, answered Mr. Blaine,“ “that 
it would vastly enlarge our imports, while the 
only export it would seriously increase would 
be our gold and silver. That would flow out 
bounteously, just asit did under the tariff of 
1846. The President’s recommendation en- 
acted into law would result, as did an experi- 
ment in drainage of a man who wished to turn 
a swamp into a productive field. He dug a 
drain to a neighboring river, but it happened, 
unfortunately, that the level of the river was 
higher than the level of theswamp.. The con- 
sequence need not be told. A parallel would 
be found when the President's policy in at- 
tempting to open a channel for an increase of 
exports should simply succeed in making way 
for a deluging inflow of fabrics to the destruc- 
tion of home industry. 

But don’t you think it important to in- 
crease our export trade?’’ 

Undoubtediy; but it is vastly more impor- 
tant not to lose our own great market for our 
own people in the vain effort to reach the im- 
possibile. It is not our foreign trade that has 
aused the 

WONDERFUL GROWTH AND EXPANSION 
ofthe Republic. It is the vast domestic trade 
between the thirty-eight States and eight Ter- 
ritories, with a population of perhaps 62,000,- 
000 to-day. The whole amount of our export 
and import trace together never, I think, 
reached 51. 900, 000, 000 any one year. Our in- 
ternal home trade on 130,000 miles of railway, 
along 15,000 miles of ocean coast, overthe five 
great lakes and along 20,000 miles of navigable 
rivers, reaches the enormous annual 
aggregate of more than 440,000, 000, 000, 
and erthaps this ear $50 ,000, 000, - 
000. t is into this illimitable trade 
even now in its infancy and destined to 
attain a magnitude not dreamed of 
twenty years ago, that Europeans are 
struggling to enter. It is the heritage of 
the American people, of their children and 
of their children’s children, Itgivesan ab- 
solute free trade over a territory nearly as 
large as all Europe—and the profit is ail 
our own. The genuine free trader appears 
unable to see or comprehend that this Con- 
tinental trade, not our exchanges with Eu- 
rope, isthe great source of our prosperity. 
President Cleveland now plainly proposes a 
policy that will admit Europe toa share of 
the trade. 

But you are in favor of extending our for- 
eign trade, are you not?“ 

‘Certainly, Iam in all practicable and ad- 
vantageous ways, but not on the principle of 
the free traders, by which we shall be con- 
stantly exchanging a dollar for a dime; more- 
over foreign trade is often very delusive. 
Cotton is manufactured in the city of my resi- 
dence. Ifa box of cotton goods is sent 200 
miles to the provinceof New Brunewick it is 
foreign trade. If it is shipped 17,000 miles 
round Cape Horn to Washington Territory it 
is domestic trade. The magnitude of the 
Union and the immensity of its internal trade 
require new political economy. Treatises 
written for European states do not grasp our 
peculiar situation.’’ 

IN THE SOUTH. 

How will the President's message be taken 
in the South?“ 

‘‘I don’t dare answer that question. The 
truth has been so long obscured by certain 
local questions of unreasonable prejudice that 
nobody can hope for industrial enlightenment 
among their leaders just yet. Butin my view 
the South, above all sections of the Union, 
needs a protective tariff. The Virginias, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Alabama and Georgia haye enormous 
resources and facilities for devel- 
oping and handling manufactures, and 
cannot do anything without pro- 
tection, Even the progress so vast as some of 
those States have made will be checked if the 
President’s message is enacted into law. Their 
Senators and Representatives can prevent it, 
but they are so used to following 
anytbing labeled ‘Democratic’ it is 
very probable they will follow the 
President and blight the progress 
already made. By the time some of the 
Southern States get free iron ore and coal, 
while tobacco is taxed, they may have occa- 
sion to sit down and calculate the value 
of Democratic free trade to their local in- 
terests.’’ 

Will not the President's recommendation 
to admit raw material find hearty support?“ 

Not by wise protectionists in our time. 
Perhaps some greedy manufacturers may 
think that with free coal or free iron ore they 
can do great things, but if they should succted 
in trying they will, as the boys say, catch it on 
the rebound ;if home trade in raw material is 
destroyed or seriously injured, the railroads 
will be firsttofeelit. If that vast interest is 
crippled in — direction, the financial fab - 
ric of the whole country will feel it quickly 
and seriously. Ifanyman can give a reason 
why we should arrange the tariff to favor the 
raw material of other countries in competi- 
tion against our material of the same kind, I 
should like to hear it. Should that recom- 
mondation of the President be approved it 
would turn 100,000 American laborers out of 
employment before it had been in operation a 

ear.’ 
re What must be the marked 
effect of the President’s message? 

It will bring the country where it ought to 
be brought—to a full, fair contest on the 
question of protection. The President him- 
self makes it an issue by presenting no other 
in his message. I think rf is well to have the 
question settled. The Democratic party in 
power, is a standing menace to the industrial 
n of the country. That menance 
should be removed, or the policy it fore- 
shadows should be made certain. Nothing is 
so mischievous to business as uncertainty; 
nothing so paralyzing as doubt.

RESERVATION. 


THE RIGHT FXTENDED TO THE MINOR 
LEAGUES BY THE ARBITRATION BOARD. 


The Long-Fought Question Settled at the 
Cincinnati Meeting—The Association 
Eighth-Club Problem and Its Solution— 
Something of Sullivan’s Youth—The 
Value of the Smith-Kilrain Mill—Sport- 
ing News and Notes. 


The Board of Arbitration in base ball matters 
met at Cincinnati yesterday and transacted 
some important business. Inthe earlier part 
of the day the representatives of the minor 
leagues met, and in the afternoon they pres- 
ented their petition to the committee, asking 
that the right of reserying their players be 
granted them. After some discussion it was 
decided to give the minor leagues 
the right of reservation in con- 
sideration of the payment of $250

eague and the American Association. The 
following changes were then made in the 
national agreement: Article 9 was changed 
to read that the associations shall pay to the 
Secretary of the Board the sum of $50 as dues 
on or before March 1 of each year; also if

Kansas 
City can not be induced to go in, but Buffalo 
may accept, provided the vacancy is tendered 
them with some better temptations thana 
demand for $14,000. It looks nowas though 
the Association hada white elephant on its 
hands. 


Hantan andthe Australians. 


Edward Hanlan has been admonished by his 
reception on his second visit to Australia that 
it is everything to be a conquering hero, re- 
marks an Eastern writer. When he went 


there first he represented the aquatic cham- 
pionship of the world, which then belonged to 
this continent. He thought it was all hisown, 
no one eise having an interest in it. He was 
ambitious to make money, and he took it to 
the antipodes without the preliminary of 
challenge or match, instead of making Beach, 
if be coveted the emblem, challenge 
him and come to American waters 
and row. Hanlan lost the cham- 
pionship, but he made a great deal of money 
on his own acknowledgment. This time he 
went there without even the championship of 
America at his back, and found no one to wel- 
come him, that fact forecasting that the Aus- 
tralians will not be so liberal in wifte now as 
they were in March and April, 158. He has 
come out in a card to the Australians denying 
that he had ever spoken illof them after his 
return to this country. It should not bave 
been necessary for him to refute this slander. 
It is a matter of public record that he spoke in 
terms of gratitude of the Australians when he 
came back. Itis a matter of regret, however, 
that he has never made any explana- 
tion to Americans for his having voluntarily 
placed their championship and his in jeopardy 
two yearsago. Asidefrom its mere intrinsic 
worth, the vaiue of a championship consists 
in its being a public trust, and as such it is to 
be carefully guarded to the uttermost limit of 
the laws devised for its qustodlanship. instead 
of being leit to the hazard of climatic infiu- 
ences,to which Hanlan attributes its loss. 
The truth is that the risk was patent to the 
mind of Hanian before he started, and this 
continent has bad to yield its supremacy in 
sculling because its representative's views of 
his personal interests were rated above every 
other consideration.
